He baa the sup­ 
port of the regulars in congress 
but there are various groups that 
have to be reckoned with. 
The anti-cruiser forces are made 
up of some of those who want the 
Kellogg treaties 
to go through. 
The opposition to the latter la be­ 
ginning to gather. 
There is far 
more of an undercurrent against 
the an ti-war pacts than is appar­ 
ent. 
It'a the same old fight that 
was waged against the league of 
nations. 
Many of those wlp> ul­ 
timately will vote for the treaty 
will do so reluctantly and largely 
because they can’t find a strong 
enough basis for their opposition. 
A Logical Step. 
Senator Moses has a resolution 
which expresses the viewpoint of 
the old irreconcilable groups. 
He 
has not said that he would vote 
against the treaty if his resolution 
failed. 
But lf there is a vote on 
his resolution and it is defeated. 
it will be construed by opponents 
of the treaty as meaning that the 
treaty carries 
the 
implications 
they fear. 
The friends of the league of na­

world oo-operatlon; 
that. 
East, 
eoibes 
the 
declaration 
against 
war as a national policy, then the 
world court aa a device for the 
settlem ent of disputes, and if that 
fails then the league of nations 
as a meant of enforcing or com­ 
pelling peace by economic boy­ 
cott. 
It will be 
recalled 
that 
the 
world eourt protocol did not have 
smooth sailing and that a amall 
group of senators will never ap­ 
prove anything that directly or 
indirectly 
pledges 
the 
United 
States to agreements of 
an 
in­ 
tangible character with other na­ 
tions 
containing 
moral 
obliga­ 
tions. 
The Coolidge administration ta 
anxious to avoid an extra session 
for Mr. Hoover'* sake 
and 
be­ 
cause business interests want to 
see congress postpone as long as 
possible any revision of the tar­ 
iff. 
It may come 
down 
to 
a 
trade—that 
the 
administration 
w ill have to use all its influence 
to get through congress the new 
McNary bill on farm relief In or­ 
der to assure the passage of the 
treaties and Its cruiser program. 
Already the chief executive Is 
moving to get the 
McNary 
bill 
through, as Secretary Jardlne has 
endorsed it and the president is 
ready to sign It. W hile It elimin­ 
ates the equalisation fee it never­ 
theless sets up a machinery for 
handling the surplus problem and 
it has the active rather than tho 
passive support of the administra­ 
tion. 
In past sessions the presi­ 
dent has been content to allow his 
followers in congress to advocate 
various bills without giving them 
affirmative or outspoken support.

when a Roman candle, lighted by 
a customer, caused an explosion I 
which

’n flames. A fourth was burned 
probably fatally. 
The charred bodies of William 
Shaw, 12. and Frances Shaw, IS, 
children of the proprietor of the 
store and Mary Bell 
Dodd. 
16, 
were brought out of the blazing 
building by firemen. 
Mary Kennedy. I*, who, with 
the three other 
children, 
was 
earning extra holiday money 
by 
working in the fireworks 
store, 
was burned so badly physicians 
believe she can not live. 
Hugh Padgett, l l . was severe­ 
ly burned, and his father, Paul 
Padgett, was badly cut on 
the 
face In an attempt 
to 
escape 
through a show window. 
J. R. Shellhorse, Jr.. 17 dash- 
<d into the burning building and 
attempted to carry the Dodd girl 
outside, but crazed by the sudden 
'.last of heat, she fought him off 
»nd rushed back into the flames. 
The youth m ade his escape with 
both bande badly burned. 
Flames Spread lu rid ly 
C. Davi* Shaw, proprietor 
of 
the store, told police that a man 
who he did not know snatched a 
large 
roman 
candle 
from 
a 
counter. 
Before 
anyone 
could 
stop him. Shaw said, the 
man 
lighted th e fuse and began fir­ 
ing the hot baile of fames about 
the store. 
Other fireworks were 
ignited end while the man

improvement in both general and 
local conditions of b's illness was 
continuing. 
At the same time it 
became known that on three occa­ 
sions during his extended battle 
against tenacious disease the doc­ 
tors considered him to be at the 
very gates of death. 
England’s Christmas joy ie thus 
much greater in the assurance that 
the loved sovereign has come safe­ 
ly through the darkest part of the 
valley and for a week has been 
climbing steadily although slowly 
to higher ground.

tin issued at 8:30 p. rn. tonight at 
Buckingham 
Palace 
said: 
“‘The 
very alow progress In his majesty's 
’ocal and general condition con­ 
tinues. 
No bulletin will be issued 
.mtil Tuesday evening."

and Mrs. Hover during their life 
have celebrated the Yuletide In 
many foreign lands and once at 
tea enroute to China. 
Unique ex­ 
perience is In atore for them to­ 
morrow— Christmas 
Day 
on 
a 
United States battleship steaming 
across the equator. 
Homeward bound, after an en­ 
thusiastic reception 
at 
Rio 
De 
Janeiro which climaxed his Latin 
American 
goodwill 
tour, 
the 
president-elect felt mueh 
grati­ 
fied over the results of the tour. 
He is especially pleased over the 
fact that all appraisals and anal­ 
yses of his trip which have come 
to him characterized his visit to 
the central and south American 
countries as a real 
and 
pro­ 
nounced accomplishment towards 
pood will and understanding and 
closer friendship in the relations 
of the Latin-American 
republics 
At the United States. 
Meiti Wort of the Hoover party 
notate* out that Mr. Hoover had 
brought a Christines 
gift 
of 
' peace and goodwill" to the west­ 
ern ehmlspbere and that bis tour 
was one of the most extensive ef­ 
forts of history in applying the 
principle 
of 
friendly 
personal 
contact between chief 
executives 
of nations.

Christmas 
greetings the radio today brought 
Mr. Hoover 
many 
felicitations

on his goodwill trip. 
A torrid sun and clear skies

The Utah averaged about 
14 knots an hour over a smooth 
sea in today’s voyage. 
But a strong breeze prevailed 
which alleviated the tropical heat 
and Mr. and Mrs. Hoover 
and 
other members 
of 
their 
party 
were able to rest 
comfortably 
on the quarterdeck. An 
awning 
was stretched over 
the 
deck 
which sheltered them from 
the 
sun. 
Mrs. Hoover devoted part 
of 
fie day to sorting and arranging 
the mass of flowers sent 
aboard 
to ber a t Rio by officials of the 
Brasilian 
government 
and 
a 
number of 
American 
residents 
cit the Brazilian colony. 
She also 
made final preparations for the 
Christmas Day celebration which 
will Include a dinner to the Hoov­ 
er party and ship’s officers. 
Th* floral gifts to the Hoover 
party included basket after bas­ 
ket of roses, geraniums, 
carna­ 
tions, lUllas, violets, a profusion 
of orchids and many wild uatlve 
Brasilian flowers. 
Mr. Hoover spent most of the 
ti ay before 
Christmas 
reading 
letters and reports received yes­ 
terday at Rio De 
Janeiro 
by 
mall from the 
United 
States. 
Both he and Mrs. Hoover are in 
excellent health but after 
the 
rush of the reception in the Bra- 
»illan capital, with scarcely a mo­ 
ment to themselves for 
relaxa­ 
tion, they welcomed the 
oppor­ 
tunity to take things 
compar­ 
atively quietly on the voyage to 
Key West.

Petitti 
and 
Andrew C'appeliano 
were 
found 
guilty 
today 
of 
kidnaping Billy Kanierl for ran­ 
som and sentenced by a Jury to 25 
years in tile penitentiary. 
Cap- 
pellano's 16-year-old 
son. 
Tony, 
Billy's guard during his 13-day 
imprisonment, was acquitted. 
Defense counsel filed a motion 
for a new trial which Judge Rob­ 
ert E. Gentzel announced would 
be argued January 5. He congrat­ 
ulated the jury on 
its 
"courage 
and judgment." 
Although they had demanded 
death for the two principal de­ 
fendants, 
Samuel 
Hoffman and 
Charles Mueller, assistant prose­ 
cutors. were pleased with the ver­ 
dict. 
They did not press the case 
against young Tony during the 
trial. 
Tile case was given to the jury 
shortly before 
IO 
o'clock 
last 
night, and the verdict was reached 
at 2:45 this morning. 
Petlttl and 
Cappellauo hung their heads, but 
remained 
unmoved 
when 
they 
learned their fate. 
Tony Cappel- 
lano smiled happily when the fore­ 
man read his acquittal. 
Assistant State's Attorney Hoff­ 
man was bitter as he closed his 
case and reviewed 
the 
evidence 
showing that Cappellano was the 
man who kept Billy Uanieri pris­ 
oner on his farm while Petitti was 
negotiating with 
his 
father for 
ransom. 
Tile first 
demand 
was 
$60,000 and eventually the kid­ 
napers agreed 
to 
accept $5,000 
down und $2,000 upon delivery of 
the boy. 
Petitti he characterized as a 
"brute, vicious criminal, and arch 
conspirator who would fatten his 
paunch without working."

called indirectly the slaying last 
week of Ole Scully, an Italian con­ 
tractor, who was to take the stand 
and repeat grand jury testimony 
to the effect

Pettlttl

The trial came

fisticuffs between laywers and the 
application of the term “ liar.’’

Judge Gentzel was the recipient 
of one of the threatening unsigned 
letters. 
Even Ben Short, defense 
counsel, was sent a death threat 
by a man who protested bls de­ 
fense of Petitti. The latter’s court 
plea was that he became interest­ 
ed in the extortion negotiations at 
the behest of Billy’s father, Alex 
Frank Hauler!, a sewer contrac­ 
tor, and was not connected with 
the gung that held the boy captive 
for 13 days on the farm near Kan­ 
kakee, III. 
Cappelluuo, represented by At­ 
torney CHIT Beach, of Gilman, IU., 
contended that Billy was forced 
upon him by the abductors and 
that lie held him prisoner as uu 
alternative to losing one of his 
own eight children, 
('hm< Aroused Chicago 
The kidnaping of Billy, a boy of 
IO, aroused 
Chicago. 
For 
five 
days following the abduction the 
father tried secretly to come to 
terms with the kidnaping gang. 
aud. falling, led the case before 
the authorities. 
After Intensive police investi­ 
gation Uettttl 
was 
arrested and 
held without ball as chief of the 
kidnaping gang. 
He maintained 
a Mullen silence, and 
four 
days 
after his arrest Billy turned up on 
a highway near Joliet, 111., where 
his captors bud released him none 
the worse except for a black eye. 
The Cappellanos were arrested 
in Herm!, III., a few days after 
their deserted farm was identified 
by Billy.

24—Reports be­ 
ing received from

from the ground to constitute a 
menace to this bird.

joy, in charge of game refuge de­ 
velopment, said that boyhood ex­ 
perience in Illinois would seem to 
support this statement.

For Instance, a farm er wrote 
the department that In one field 
he destroyed three nests. 
They 
were broken up before he could 
prevent it. 
Had these eggs been

a farmer kept an account of eggs 
destroyed on his farm. The year’s 
total was 600. 
When the sports 
man pauses to consider the many 
repetitions of such instances he 
may easily realize where some of 
the game is going. 
Last summer Fred A. W ester 
man, head of the fish division, 
counted the number of dead ape 
cimens of wild life that he found 
over an 80-mlle section of state 
highway.

Men afield with guns and n at­ 
ural enemies are not the only fac­ 
t o r s in the fading of wild life.
